Possibly the most interesting sector 
of the front is that immediately to 
the west of Moscow. Here General 
Zhukov is in command of the 
Russian forces, and he is pursuing 
a policy of remarkable audacity. 
In the region of Mozhaisk an army 
of about 100,000 picked Germans 
has been fighting a determined reat- 
guard action for some time past. 
General Zhukov not only is attack- 
ing Mozhaisk in a series of steadily 
widening frontal assaults, but he 
also is trying to grip the German 
„pocket within the claws of a 
powerful pincers. This manceuvre is 
not without risk to the Russians 
themselves ; for a pincers movement 
to Í always involves a certain amount of 
danger to the attackers’ fianks, but 
General Zhukov has proved himself 
to be a daring general, and the 
success of his plan at Mozhaisk 
would more than justify his bold- 
ness.

Irish Bloodstock 


On Friday next the Bloodstock 
Breeders’ and Horse Owners’ Associa- 
tion of Ireland is to meet in Dublin 
to consider a set of rules which has 
been completely redrafted with the 
object of making the operations of 
the organisation more constant and 
more business-like. In England, 
owing to the shortage of fodder, 
the number of horses in training 
has been severely restricted. Horse- 
racing has been reduced to one 
or two meetings a week, and it 
is natural to assume that the 
industry of horse-breeding has 
suffered ds a result. Notwithstand- 
ing the disadvantages from which 
the horse industry generally is 
suffering, the British Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association is fully alive 
to the opportunities which it will 
have in the world market after the 
war, and it is strongly represented 
in the live-stock exporters’ group 
which has been formed under the 
egis of the Board of Trade. 
England’s most serious competitor 
in the bloodstock market has been 
removed by the breaking up of the 
French studs and the loss of many 
of their records. In the United 
States attention has been drawn to 
that country’s prospects of supply- 
ing bloodstock to the European 
countries; but it is believed that 
America will continue to be an im- 
porting, rather than an exporting, 
country where racehorses are con- 
cerned, for its stock always has 
required constant strengthening 
with the blood of sires and mares 
from Great Britain and Ireland.
